Romilly declared that he had seen so 
many lawyers lonely and sad in their 
pathetic old age, being cut off from 
all sources of delight when the bench 
was forsaken and the office closed, 
that he took warning and made it a 
rule to keep up his taste for n o n pro ­ 
fessional 
books. 
The 
late Lord 
Coleridge called it “ a laying up of 
intellectual pleasure at one end of life 
for our enjoyment in another.” 
A .sounder aphorism than this one 
it would be difficult to find. 
So it is with the children in the 
schoolroom. 
They may not appreci­ 
ate the ad vantages offered them, but 
it is only a question of them when 
they will. 
They are unconsciously 
storing their minds with learning that 
will pave their way in later years to 
success or failure. 
It rests with them 
alone to carve out their future.

perly applied, the knowledge that is 
being now acquired can be used to

advantage.

schoolroom is the preliminary work­

alto* we leave the schoolroom we must 
continue the process of storing our 
m i n d s . 
'This must be kept up f r o m 
da\ to d a y , month to month, year to 
year, until we lie down in that final 
quiet sleep, that eternal rest.

Their percentage of 
increase was 83 I*"* cent.
